A FRIGHTFUL DISASTER. 


There has Ikvu a marvelous growth in 
the telegraph business in this country 
during the past thirty-seven years. Tho 
first measiige ever sa1 ut over a telegraph 
wire was transmitted on the 21th day of 
May, I S H , and was sent from Washing 
ton b» Baltimore. The following inter­ 
esting facts have been published iu re­ 
gard to the first biographic message ever 
transmitted: Tile 
message was sent 
from Washington bi Baltimore, Professor 
Morse tieing in the chamber of the su­ 
preme court at Washington, and the re­ 
ceiver of the message, Mr. Alfred Vail, 
tieing at the Mount Clare delict, Balti­ 
more. The exact date is given upon the 
authority of Mr. Gyrus W. Field, the 
well known prom-iter of cable telegraphy. 
The message was indited by a young 
lady friend of Professor Morse, Miss An­ 
nie G. Ellsworth, daughter of the then 
Commissioner of Patents, she having 
given the Professor the first intelligence 
he had received of his bill making an ap­ 
propriation for putting up a wire be­ 
tween Washington and Baltimore, hav­ 
ing been passed by Congress. The mes­ 
sage which she indited and tho Professor 
sent, “What hath Go I wrought?” A let­ 
ter written by Professor Morse, May 


2 1 ,1 8 4 5 , just one year after the first mes­ 
sage w’as transmitted, expressed the hope 
that the receipts cif each office “will aoon 
mount up bi at least $5 lier day.”
